Tuomas, the eldeſt ſon, married Alice, who by her deed, 
dated at Rawdon, A. D. 1349, in the twenty-third ygar of 
the reign of King Edward 111. over England, and ninth over 
France, ftiling herſelf therein reli& of Thomas, ſon of Michael 
de Rawdon; gave and granted in her pure widowhood, to God, 
the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, and bleſſed Leonard, and to the 
Prioreſs and convent of Esſholte, for the health of her ſoul, 
and for her father's, and for the fouls of all her anceftors, in 
Frank Almoigne, one meſſuage which had been her father's'; 
unto which were witneſſes, Dom. Simon de Ward, John de 
Calvetley, chevaliers, and others. 

That this Thomas died without iſſue male, appears pro- 
bable, as well from the above donation, as that John his brother 
was ſtiled of Rawdon, in 15 Rich. II. when he made a feoff+ 
ment of all his lands and tenements which he had in Raudon,

Lawrence, the eldeſt ſon, was Sheriff of York, A. D. 161g

been-Lord Mayor of that city, had not his death prevented it 
July 5, 1626. He married Margery, daughter of Nicholas 
Barton, Eſq; and had three ſons and two daughters, Roger, 
Robert, and Marmaduke; Margery, married to Sir Roger 
Jacques, of Elvington, Knight; and Mary; he lies buried in 
the chancel of Crux church, in York, under a fair blue marble 
ſtone, with his coat of arma, of a feſs between three pheons, 
impaled with thoſe of the city (his wife ſurviving him) ; upon 
this feſs, his eldeff ſon afterwards added a lion, paſſant Or, and 
.bore Tor creſt, on a mount, vert, a gryphon ſcjant, Or, winged 
argent, laying his talon on a pheon ſable ; motto, Solem-dura 
obduratis, Marmaduke his youngeſt ſon, was a;great bene- 
factor to the city of York, and built at his ſole expence the 
eroſs in that city; he gave a. gold chain, of ſixteen ounces, to 
the Lady Mayoreſs of York and her ſueceſſors, and allo a ſilver

Robert Rawdon, the ſecond ſon, was ſeated at Mitcham, in 
Surry, where he died, A. D. 1644, leaving iſſue William 
.Rawdon, of Bermondley-court in that county, Eſq. The 
third ſon of Ralph, before- mentioned, was the famous, Sir 
Marmaduke, who altered the feſs in his arms, from Sable to 
Gules charged with a golden Lion paſſant, and . had for his 
creſt a gryphon ſejant, Or, on a mount vert; to which, for 
his ſignal ſervices, a. further augmentation was given by King 
zharles I. at Oxford, viz. in a canton, Or, a Role, Gules, ce 
national badge. 1 
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- This Sir Marmudube being an honour to the family, I ſhall 
— a brief account of his life (4). He was baptized at 
andſbie, the 2 th of March 1382, and at the age of fixteen 
tanie up to London with his eldeſt brother Laurence, who 
him with à merchant; but his parts ſoon difcovering 
themſelves, his maſter, Daniel Hall, ſent him as his factor to 
Bourdeavx, where he managed with that integrity and care, as 
raiſed Mr. Hall a fair eſtate, and himſelf great credit, to the 
ad vancement of his on fortune. About 1610, he returned to 
— — and ſettled in London; and, ſome time after, was 
2 Common Council-man of that city (an office then 

of great repute, and amongſt whom were many aldermen. « 
fellows, and out of whom aldermen were uſually choſeti); he 


was free of the company of cloth-workers, whereof he was 


afterwards maſter, and to their hall a worthy benefactor, 
by re-building and beautifying the ſame, as appeared by 
an 'infeription- there, before conſumed in the conflagration, 
A. D. 1666. IN 1619, he was Captain of. the city militia, 
which he exerciſed for many years with reputation and credit. 
He was Treaſurer for the French merchants, and the orderer 


of their affairs, as well for their private negotiations, as 


for the public ones of the city ; employed before the council- 
table, temp. Jac. I. and Car, I. from both which princes he 
received great favours, and with whom he often had private 
ronferences on national affairs; his Majeſty King James 
having often, in his return from Royſton, called at his houſe 
at Hodeſdon. He was in no leſs efteem with the favourite 
Duke of Buckingham, who would often take him from the 
council- board in his coach, unto his own houſe in York-build- 


. ings, and adviſe with him two or three hours together. He 


was one of the firſt that rigged out a ſhip for the diſcovery 
of the North weſt paſſage; he was likewiſe one of the firſt 
that planted in Barbadoes, where he buried above 10, ooo“. 
which in his time had no reſurrection, though beneficial to 
others. He was a great adventurer to Spain, France, the 
Canary: Ifles, and Turkey (of which company he was like- 
wiſe free), to the Weſt-Indies, and ſeveral other parts of the 
World, where he employed much ſhipping and ſeamen to the 
people's benefit, and advance of the King's revenues. Ann» 
1627, he ſerved in parli.ment for Alborough in com. Suffolk. 
Anno 1639, was choſen alderman of London, but fined for 
the ſame. About the ſame time, he was made one of the city 
Licutenant-colonels, which he held till, perceiving the city in-

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clined to the Parliament, he laid down hie a Hα, rather 
than obey their orders, though offered any preſerment they could 
beſtow, but refuſed all fer his allegia nus whereupon being ſuſ- 
ed, and ſuſpecting them, to ſecure himſelf, he withdrew tg 
dom in the county of Hertford where he had a fit houſe 
of his own building, and ſettled his affairs. nn . ih-2 
The cloud now began to gather, which ſoon after broke, 
and laid the kingdom under à deluge of blood and confuſion; 
the weak ſuffered themſelves to be debauched out of their 
loyalty, hy the artifices of the wicked, by whom the popular

2643, he went to Oxford, and offered his ſervice to the King, 
who well knew his merit and interefty, divers honeſt citizens 
having followed him, among whom was the famous Herbaliſt 
Johnſon, who was ſlaia in thoſe civil wars, After à month's 
ſtay at Oxford, at his. own charge, he raiſed a regiment of foot

was beſieged by Sit William Waller, whom by his 
valour he drove from thence, - forcing him to raiſe the ſiege: 
but Sir William, to recover his toſs and diſhonour, came again 
before it, in November following, with an army of 8000 horſe 


aud foot : he ſat down before it on Sunday morning, ſinging 


of pſalms; and on Monday, the 6th of November, began the 
aſſault with great and ſmall ſhot very fiercely, and continued 
till 0 &ctvck at night; and tha: afternoon, the enemy having 
poſſeſſed themſelves of the Grange, which conſiſted of about 
twenty houſes that were very near the garriſon's outworks, 
Colonel Rawdon commanded them all to be ſet on fire, which 
was executed by his Lieutenant · colonel, the aforeſaid Johnſon, 
with good ſucceſs; they killed and burned about three hundred 
of Waller's men, and wounded above five hundred took from 
the enemy above one hundred muſkeis, two braſs petards, with 
divers ſcaling ladders and other inftruments, and proviſion for 
war: the enemy on this wanting weapons, the beſieged had 
reſpite for five days; but on the Sunday after, a ſtorm being 
reſolved on, Colonel Rawdon cauſed his men to be ready, and 
to keep cluſe till they came up to the gates, where he had 
ſome drakes ready loaden with caſe ſhot; and when the enemy 
came, he cauſed the gates to be opened, diſcharged them ſuu- 
denly, and with his men beat them back with a ſtrange diſor- 
der to their total overthrow. In this encounter it is thought 
they killed them near 3000 men; amongſt Sir William Wal- 


ler's ſoldiers was the green regiment, formerly commanded by 
25 a Colonel 
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Cotbriel Rawdon, when be lived in London, and till then knew 
not What it was to fight againſt him; many of them, as it is 
reported, deſerted Sir William, and could never be perſuaded 


to fight 4 — #painſt the Colonel, who had not in his 


ſon above five hundred fighting men, but they were choſen 
id Kout. There were few of them in this fight but had a 
number of great and ſmall fhot abvut their ears; but it pleaſed 
God fo to order it, that only two were killed, and about 
twelve wounded. In this fiege, they had ſpent their ſmall 
and were forced to take lead from the tops of the turrets, 
to make bullets, which the Lady Marchionefs of Wincheſter, 
to her great eammendation, with her gentlewomen and maids, 
bufied themſelves in caſting, towards their ſupplies, while the 
men geſended the works. . | 
Oft the ſucceſs of this laſt day's fight the Colonel ſent an ex- 
preſs to the King at Oxford, who with the Queen, at the re- 
ceipt of it, were well pleaſed, and liberally rewarded the meſ- 
ſenger, commanding a perſonal account from the Colonel 
himſelf,” whereupon in a few days the Colonel attended the 
oy kiſſed his hand, and was received with this welcome; 
« My honeſt citizen, I give you thanks for your good 
ſervice you have done me; and withal commanded him to 
draw his ſword, which done, the King took it in his hand,

e ſome of his 9 of piety 1 find him a benefactor

the turn of fortune, made a ſafe and honourable retreat, bring- 
ing up the rear. Io this battle his ſearf was ſhot from about 
bis neck, bis horſe wounded, but himſe:'f unhurt. He en- 
gaged in bath the fights at Newbury; in the firſt whereof, 
he had ou of his horſes ſlain; and in the ſecond very hardly 

his buff coat being ſhot through near his belly, but 
the bullet being deadened Jay betwixt bis doublet and ſhirt, 
unknown to bim till he pulled off his cloathes. On May 13, 
1644, he had letters of ſafe conduct, and was ſent the King's 
agent into Portugal; where being arrived, that Prince ſent his 
coach to introduce him into court, and at his audience the 
King of Portugal was extremely pleaſed at the King of Eng- 
land's choice, in ſending ſuch a perſon, whoſe great character 
he had beard before, while the Colonel was in his dominions. 
Upon bis diſpatches home, after great compliments, that King 
preſented him with a ſhip, commanding it to be well fitted, 
and gave him leave to lade her with ſaltpetre, which was one 
of the chiefeſt occaſions of his coming. He returned to Eng- 
land by the way of Ireland, and landing at Padſtow in Corn- 
yell, thence waited on bis Majeſty at Oxford, to give him the 
Portugueſe anſwers, and a verbal account of what paſſed: here 
he kite the King's hand; and, was told that he came over in 
2 very good time, and was promiſed that his ſervices ſhould not 
be forgotten, and was ſent to relieve his father, then beſieged 
at Baſing. The May following, viz. 1645, by letters patent 
under the ſignet, then made, he was made Conſul of all Por- 
tugal, and the iſles thereunto belonging, a place of reputation 
and benefit, being worth 15col. per ann. tiowever, he never 
enjoyed it, another ſurreptitiouſſy having obtained the broad 
al for the ſame, and the King ignorantly impoſed on. While 
the King was at Holmby, who there eſpied him, | he followed 
his royal petſon as near as he could, till attending him, far 
the King defired it of him, telling him he was a good man, 
and to that effect, that, if God bleſſed him, he would be an 
huſhand to the Lady Rawdon his mother, and a father to his 
children, for his and Sir Marmaduke's loyalty, He was at 
Hampton Court, when Cromwell ſwore and proteſted to the 
King, not an hair of his head ſhould periſh ; uſing many de- 
luding expreflions and tears at the ſame time. He likewiſe 
waited upon the King, at the treaty of the iſle of Wight, and 
was continually employed in private meſſages betwixt the 
King and the honeſt party in London, which had coſt him his 
life, had he been diſcovered, and was then in the city to have 
hindered: Fairfax's marching his army through it, or to have 
dilated it, Byt it was decreed, that the King's cauſe ſhould 
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ſuffer; ſo having ſtaid with the good King as long as he 
could, or was able to aſſiſt him, he retired to Hodeſdon, whence 
ſeeing himſelf ſequeſtered and in danger, he fled to Teneriff, 
the chief of the Canary iſlands, and ſheltered himſelf under 
his brother and kinſman, the two Marmaduke: Rawdons. 
After two years ſtay at the Canaries, being furniſhed by his bro- 
ther and kinſman, he failed for Barbadoes, and recovered there, 
through the juſtice «of his cauſe, Rawdon's. plantation, and 
Fiſher's Pond, part of the eſtate of Sir Marmaduke his father, 
which had been unworthily detained, in breach of truſt, by 
Captain Hoddip, formerly ſervant to Sir Marmaduke; and now 
ſettling here, he ſent for his wife, and made good improve - 
ment of his fortune; though getting the country diſtemper, 
for his better health, anno 1658, he went with merchandize 
to Leghorn, and there, inſtead of making his quarentine before 
his landing, had that favour, it was reduced only to four days; 
ſo after four days he came aſhore. Whilſt he ſtaid in thoſe 
parts, the gentlemen preſented him to the Duke of Florence, 
who greatly reſpected him for his allegiance to his ſovereign, 
and offered his own doctor for the Colonels bettet recovery of 
his health, and at an uſual yearly hunting the Duke preſented 
him with wines and veniſon. From hence he travelled to 
Rome, Venice, and divers other cities ; which having viewed, 
he returned for Barbadoes : but in his paſſage'his men were 
betrayed in Barbary, putting in there for” freſh water, and 
himſelf, not long aſter, made priſoner by the Spaniards of 
Majorca, and carried on board the Admiral of Spain, who, 
in retaliation of a ſhip of theirs, taken by one of Cromwell's 
frigates, and their men murdered therein, intended to ſacri- 
fice the Colonel by ſhooting him to death; but he repreſent- 
ing that he was as much Cromwell's enemy as they were, as 
having always fought againſt him, and the rebels and mur- 
derers of his King, they were ſomewhat appeaſed, and ſet him 
aſhore at the Strait's mouth, whence they had ſixty miles to 
go, pennyleſs, and almoſt ſtript, to Cadiz.” Anno 1662, after 
the King's Keſtoration, he ſold his effects in Barbadoes, and 
returned with his family for England. The Earl of Briſtol, 
his old friend, introduced him into court, told King Charles II. 
his own and father's ſervices ; the King gave him his hand 
to kiſs, acknowledged himſelf ſenſible of their merit, and pro- 
miſed favours the firſt opportunity: the Conſulſhip of Portu- 
gal was what he aimed at, but neither that was reſtored to 
him, nor any conſideration otherwiſe. So that after two years 
airy hopes and great expence, he retired himſelf to his country 
' houſe at Hodeſdon, anno Domini 1665. Having made one 
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more voyage to Barbadoes, to procure the money of his plan- 
tation sbs ad ſold, he died of à feyer at Hodeſdon, July 
2 anno Domini 1666, and was huried at Broxborne, under a 


marble ſtone with this inſcription (+);

Sir GORE Radon, Bart. the only ſon and heir was borr 
at Rawdon, in the year 1604, and received his edueation 
there, and at the ſchools of Bradford and Vork; and his fa- 
ther, obſerving/ in him a great indination' to an adtive life, 
brought him into the court of King Charles the firft, where 
his early abilities rechmmended him toe the poſt of Secretary 
to Edward, Lord Conway, principal ſecretary of ſtate, in which 
he continued to that Lord's death. In 1625, he was employed 
in carrying over to the Hague a great charge of plate and 
jewels of the crown, for the ralſing 100, G00 J. when that great 
treaty of union was tranſacted between the King (by his Ambaſ- 
ſadors there, the Duke of Buckingham, and the Karl of Holtand), 
and the Ambaſſadors from Sweden, Denmark, and the Pro- 
teſtant princes of Germany; which ſom was paid towards the 
German war, and the reſtitution of the Palatinate. is 

In the Parliament of 1639, he was member for Belfaſt, and 


in the fatal yeat of 164, when the rehellion broke out in 


Ireland (where he acquired # very conſiderable intereſt), being 
then in London, he haſtened over by way of Scotland, with 
ſome few: friends in nis company; and November 26; landing 
in the province of Ulſter, arrived the next night at Liſnegarvy 
(now called Liſburne), where he found five companies of fout 
and a troop of horſe, made up of the Britiſh inhabitants, not 
half armed (who, having been barbarouſly plundered by the 
Iriſh, had fled thither) and the Lord Conway's troops drawn 
up in the market place, expecting hourly to te attacked by 
the rebels, who, to the number of 8000 ſtrong, under the 
command of Sir Phelim O'Neile, lay that night at Brookhill, 
three miles diſtant, Accordingly, the next day, they fell on 
that ſmall party in that open town, but were: received with 
ſo much bravery- and reſolytion, that they were often repulſed 
with great lots z however, they continued their aſſault till 
night, by which time, it pleaſed God to give that handful of 
men a miraculous delivery, by a complete victory under the 
command of Mr, Rawdon ; although the cneiny, during the 
action, fired and burned moſt part ot the town: fifteen hurdred 
of them were found flain in the ſtreets and adjoining fields, 
with the loſs of not above forty of the Protcitants, but many 
were wounded, among whom Mr. Rawdon was ſhot in his 
right hand, and had two horſes killed under him; ſuch

Mr. Radon continued in the atiny; and ſerved with good 
ſucceſs in many marches; within the / prgvinces of Ulſter, 
Leinſter, and Connaught; in taking ſeveral towns and garriſons, 
in relieving and preſetving many hundred Proteſtants that were 
priſoners; and continued to perform many extraordinary ſer-
